SPECIAL MEETING 


Grafton County Delegation 
Court House—Woodsville, N. H. 
County Delegation Meeting 
May 3, 1940 
The special meeting of the Grafton County Del- 
egation was called to order at 2:40 P. M. by Chair- 
man Edgar Hunter. 
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The roll call was then made by Clerk Frank F. 
Hough and 33 were recorded as being present, thus 
making a quorum with which to proceed with the 
meeting. 

The chairman then requested Commissioner 
John Gadd to discuss the budget of 1939 and that 
proposed for 1940, and he informed the Delegation 
that the County had $24,000 surplus at the close of 
the fiscal year 1939. 

The Delegation then entered into a discussion 
as to the proposed budget for 1940, and the use to 
which the surplus from 1939 should be put to use. 

Delegate William Cannell made the motion that 
the 1940 budget be reduced $25,000, and that 
$13,000 of the 1939 surplus be applied to pay up in 
full the heating plant debt at the County Farm, and 
that the remaining $11,000 be set aside as a reserve 
fund. This motion was duly seconded. Edgar Hunter 
then proceeded to have Vice Chairman George 
Noyes take over the chair, and moved an amend- 
ment to the preceding motion that the $24,000 sur- 
plus from the 1939 budget be carried over to the 
1940 budget; and that another $16,000 be deducted 
from the proposed 1940 budget, thereby deducting 
the proposed 1940 by $40,000 or $221,393 to be 
raised by taxation for the 1940 County budget. Mr. 
Hunter then gave an explanation of his proposed 
amendment which was duly seconded and carried. 

The motion was made and duly seconded that 
the County Commissioners and County Treasurer be 
instructed to canvass the bond market as to the pros- 
pects of buying County bonds when possible at ma- 
turity, and re-financing the amounts invested in this 
manner by notes that the County is able at this time 
to obtain at an extremely low rate of interest. There 
was a short discussion, and the motion was then 
carried. 

Chairman Edgar Hunter then returned to the 
chair and there being no other business to transact 
at this time, the meeting was adjourned at 4:30 
P. M., subject to the call of the chairman.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State 
of New Hampshire the Commissioners of Grafton 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent 
of County Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, 
Sheriff, Chaplain, Physician, and Farm Bureau. 


Our Treasurer, Harry 8S. Huckins, has again suc- 
ceeded in collecting all taxes for the year 1940. 


Register of Deeds 


The 1939 Delegation appropriated $2,600.00 
for the year 1940 for indexing Register of Deeds re- 
cords for five years, from 1935 to 1939 inclusive. Up 
to December 31, 1940 there had been spent for this 
work $1,767.00, leaving a balance on hand of $833 
which will amply care for finishing this work. 


County Farm 


The number of inmates cared for at the farm 
shows a slight increase over the year 1939. The hos- 
pital as usual has been filled to capacity. It provides 
proper care for those needing hospitalization, and is 
a real financial asset to the county. 


The buildings connected with the farm are in 
first class condition due to the fact that repairs are 
made as needed. 


For the excellent condition of affairs at the farm 
we are indebted to Superintendent and Mrs. J. E. 
Andrews and the continued efforts of their assistants. 


For details covering administration of the insti- 
tution we would refer you to the Superintendent’s 
report on other pages. 
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Welfare and Relief 


We have taken over from towns twenty-one 
cases representing ninety persons, four boarded chil- 
dren, and two boarded adults, during the year, due to 
their losing their town settlements. However there 
has been a substantial decrease in poor not on the 
farm, boarded children, soldiers’ aid, and welfare 
administration, amounting to $18,890.74 over the 
year 1939. And under the present laws the cost of 
the above county cases is borne by the county 100 
per cent. 


Old Age Assistance: This cost has increased $1,- 
016.64 over the year 1939. A detailed statement of 
Old Age Assistance is shown on another page of the 
report. 


Finances 


The county tax for 1939 amounted to $277,600, 
for 1940 $221,393, or a decrease of $56,207. And we 
have been able to stay well within this amount. The 
large saving being in relief; the courts showing a 
slight increase. 


The Heating Plant at the County Farm, for 
which the 1937 Delegation authorized an expendi- 
ture of $20,000.00 to replace the old boilers and put 
the plant in first class condition, has been completed 
at a cost of $23,151.16 less Federal grant of $9,922.21 
or a net cost to the county of $13,228.95. This amount 
was paid out of temporary borrowings. The 1939 Del- 
egation appropriated $1,000 to be paid in 1940 
which would reduce the net cost to $12,228.95. In 
1940 the Treasurer, together with the Commission- 
ers, attempted to issue some long term notes covering 
this balance, but before we could issue these notes 
the parties purchasing same requested a letter from 
the Attorney General stating that we had authority 
to issue same. And upon applying to the Attorney 
General for such a letter we were advised as follows: 


“T have gone over the matter carefully with Mr. 
Marston of the Tax Commission and regret to have 
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to advise you that we cannot see wherein the above 
vote gives you or the commissioners authority to 
issue the proposed notes. It is quite possible that the 
recorded vote does not give a true picture of the situ- 
ation, but we are limited to the record of the vote. 
That record purported to give authority to borrow 
only ‘such part of this appropriation as is found 
necessary.’ As long as there was a surplus and the 
costs have been paid, the vote of September 9, 1938 
gives no authority for the issuance of any notes. Be- 
cause of this situation, I cannot give an opinion that 
the notes proposed to be issued will be a binding 
obligation of the county.”’ Signed Thomas P. Cheney, 
Attorney General, State of New Hampshire. 


Therefore up to the present time $12,228.00 of 
this expense has been paid out of temporary bor- 
rowings. 


The Commissioners wish to extend their thanks 
to the various County and Town officials and all 
others for their assistance in carrying on the work of 
the County. 


The Commissioners extend to the people of the 
County of Grafton and the public in general a hearty 
and sincere invitation to visit and inspect the Grafton 
County Farm. The former is especially urged to do so 
as it is their Farm and an institution in which they 
alone should be interested.

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SELECTMEN OF TOWN AND OVERSEERS 
OF THE POOR 


Your attention is called to the following extracts 
from the laws of 1908: 


CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 


SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing 
any assistance to any person within six years preced- 
ing his death shall be entitled to recover from the 
estate of such persons the sum or sums paid out for 
such assistance the said claim to be a preferred 
claim against his said estate after payment of funeral 
charges, expense of last sickness and expenses of ad- 
ministration, provided he leaves no widow or minor 
children living at his decease. 


CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the 
support of any person unless he, or the person under 
whom he derives his settlement, shall have wholly 
gained a settlement therein during the ten years pre- 
ceding the last date of application for support pro- 
vided that no person having a settlement in any 
town in this state upon arriving at age of seventy 
years shall lose that settlement on account of being 
exempt by law from paying a poll tax, if he resides 
in said town. 


ASSISTANCE TO PERSONS IN QUARANTINE: 
PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 110, 


Following Section 6 


SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family 
is placed in quarantine by a board of health, to pro- 
tect the public against small pox, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria or any other dangerous, infectious or conta- 
gious disease, it shall be the duty of said board to as- 
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sist such person or family while in quarantine in 
such manner as in the judgment of the board may be 
deemed wise and necessary. 


SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or 
such part thereof as the board may determine, shall 
be deemed a legitimate expenditure for the protec- 
tion of the public health and shall be charged to the 
account of incidental expenses, but not to any in- 
digent pauper account, nor shall such expenditure 
be construed to mean a public aid to the person or 
persons so quarantined and assisted unless such per- 
son or persons are already paupers as defined by the 
Public Statutes.

The farm book for 1940 shows a fair profit, as 
the crops were good, especially hay, potato, and corn 
crops. The vegetable crops were fair. The hurricane 
wood and lumber added quite a sum to the farm in- 
come. 


No major improvements were made during the 
year, but many minor ones in the way of applications 
of paint to the interior of the buildings, especially 
the Almshouse and Hospital. Linoleum floors were 
laid in some sections of the men’s part, which were 
a great improvement. Much of this work was done by 
House of Correction and inmate help. 


The work has perhaps been more difficult than in 
the previous years due to the many changes in our 
working staff, on account of illness mostly. Mr. and 
Mrs. Young, who have been with us several years, 
have been obliged to give up their positions because 
of Mr. Young’s ill health. Mrs. Ethel Little, who has 
been on the working staff here for years, accepted 
a position at Laconia State School, and Mrs. Alice 
Land, another of our faithful employees, has had 
a leave of absence for six months because of ill 
health. There have also been changes in the hospital. 
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However, with all the changes the work had to go 
on, and with every one doing his or her best it was 
somehow accomplished. 


As in the past years our outside friends have 
shown their interest in the family by gifts of maga- 
zines, books, candy, flowers, and many other gifts. 
For all of these we are very grateful, as they have 
added much to the pleasure of the family. 


To the Commissioners, Chaplain, Physician and 
Employees we extend our thanks for their coopera- 
tion during the past year.

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CHAPLAIN’S REPORT 


To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 


How quickly the year has passed in the service 
of the Grafton County Farm. It is a real privilege to 
be associated with the personnel of the Farm, for all 
are so cooperative in its functioning. We cannot 
speak too highly of the service of Mr. and Mrs. An- 
drews. 


My first consideration is the service in the cha- 
pel conducted every other Sunday. These services 
are attended by most of the inmates and many of the 
help. A good sized choir, with Mrs. Hazel McDonald 
assisting at the piano, sings the hymns each meet- 
ing. Occasionally members of this group sing solos 
and duets. Mrs. Williams has, on some occasions, 
added to the service by bringing a message in song. 


Christmas is always a joyous occasion at the 
Farm. A Christmas tree celebration was held one 
afternoon before Christmas in the Hospital. The 
nurses and some members of the choir had a share 
in bringing music by the singing of the carols. On 
Monday night before Christmas, the inmates, the 
staff, commissioners, and friends gathered in the 
chapel, where two beautifully decorated trees were 
laden with gifts. The program of the evening was 
presented by the children of the village. It was in the 
form of a play called “Christmas in Other Lands.” 
Christmas customs of other lands were portrayed by 
the children in costume. After the program came the 
presentation of the gifts. There were gifts for every- 
one, and each one received a big pop-corn ball, and 
a stocking filled with candy, popcorn and an orange. 
This a long-remembered occasion. 
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Nine funerals were held this year in the chapel. 
There is quiet reverence in these services for those 
who have slipped into eternity. I often go to the hos- 
pital to visit the sick. Here the nurses give their time 
in service to these people, who are indeed fortunate 
to have this sympathetic care. I have always felt that 


it is a real contribution to my ministerial training to 
have this experience of doing service in the needs of 
the County Farm. 


“No one could tell me what my soul might be; 
I searched for God, and God eluded me;

It is a pleasure to commend the work of Dennis 
Hobbs at the Jail who is continuing a system of fing- 
er prints and identifying photographs of the prison- 
ers there, which he is doing of his own volition and 
without extra remuneration.
